Preventive For Wheat Smut 


Considerable loss occurs to far- 


mers each summer by wheat smut, 
according to the correspondence of 
State Zoologist Surface of Pennsyl- 
vania. A formalin dip has been rec- 
ommended in a bulletin heretofore 
issued by Professor Surface, and let- 
ters have been recently received in- 
quiring whether this is a reliable 
lemedy for wheat smut, and how it 
should be used. 
The following an- 


swers to seven queries in one of these 
letteis, in regard to the use of for- 
malin, were made by Professor Sur- 
face: 


1. Yes, it is a practical preventive 


for smut of wheat and oats. 


2. You use one pint ot commercial 


f01 malm (forty per cent solution of 
formaldehyde) in thirty gallons of 
water. 


2. Immerse the seed for at least 


f01 ty minutes. 


1 The best way to do this is to 


put the seed huo a bag, and let it 
stand in a ban el of formalin solu- 
tion, and when you wish to dry it 
spread it on the barn floor and shovel 
it ovei occasionally. 


3. The strength is gradually lost 


by evaporation when it stands open,

THE TARIFF AND THE FARMER 


The United States is the only first- 


Tank nation that levies duty on 
cereals. The recently-enacted Payne- 
Aldrich bill, on its face, represents 
an increase over the Dingley bill of 
about six and one-half per cent, on 
the agricultural schedule. 
But of 


what benefit to our American farmer 
is this increase of tariff on the grains 
ne grows? 


Take corn as an illustration. We 


"have a duty on it, yet we produce 
four times as much as all the rest of 
the world and, therefore, a duty on 
it places nothing in the coffers of the 
American farmer. In 1907 the im- 
ports of corn to this country amount- 
ed to less than $8,000 while our ex- 
ports exceeded $44,000,000 in value, 
hence as a source of revenue these 
duties are of no value; as a means of 
protection they count for nothing be- 
cause we grow much more than we 
consume and have, therefore, an 
abundance to sell. Their only value 
is as a sop to farmers whose vote is 
needed to elect representatives 
will see to it that extreme protection 
is placed on the goods that the far- 
mer consumes.

crew on our ship put on 700 tons of 
coal. 
The Maiines returned from 


drill very much fatigued, and also 
very dirty.

ford as soon as you got the sewerage 
system completed? Let us hope so.

A GOOD PROGRAM 


Minnesota's Executive Loses in Strug- 


gle WitkJDeath. 


' John A. Johnson; ^Governor of Min- 
nesota, died at St. Mary's "Hospital, 
Rochester, Minn., at 3:25 a. m. on 
Tuesday, as the result of an operation 
performed some days ago. 


The tribute paid by the state of 


which he was the executive head was 
one of the most noteworthy ever ac- 
corded to the memory of a public 
man. Toward the^end he revived and 
raised himself, "and, speaking to his 
wife said: "Well, Nora, I guess I'm 
going; we have made a brave fight." 


The Governor had been operated 


upon three times, first for the re- 
moval of ulcers from the stomach and 
afterwards for. an abscess on the 
bowels. The last operation was de- 
scribed by a surgeon who watched it 
as follows: 
"The , operation lasted 


two hours and ten minutes. The pre- 
liminary work disclosed a small 
deep-seated ^abscess pocket, which 
connected from the seat of the previ- 
ous operation for the removal of the 
appendix to the small intestines. It 
required a difficult, serious and some- 
what prolonged operation to remove 
this fistula. There were also un- 
usually numerous and difficult adhe- 
sions of the smaller intestines to one 
another and to the abdominal cav- 
ity."

Governors of Pennsylvania 


THOMAS MIFFLIN—1790-1799. 


Thomas Mifflin was the first governor of Pennsylvania. 
Although of 


•Quaker descent, he was imbued with the martial spirit of his time and be- 
>came the first aid-de-camp of Washington. He afterward became quarter- 
'i^aster general, then brigadier geneial and again quartermaster general. He 
was elected to congress in 1783 and became the presiding officer of that body, 
-and as such it fell to his lot to receive the resignation of General Washington. 
He was a member of the United States constitutional convention of 1787 and 
was one of the signers of the constitution as adopted. The constitution of 
1790 was adopted by a convention over which he presided. He was governor 
for three terms of three years each, the constitutional limit. His administra- 
tjlpn as president of the council and governor of the commonwealth was the 
tyngest in the history of the state. He was afterward elected to the assembly, 
font died shortly afterward.

This epistle is divided into severa 


sections, beginning with the words 
"Now, concerning." or "Now, as touch- 
Ing" (vli, 1; viii, 1; xii, 1; xvi, 1), and 
our lesson Is in the portion which be- 
gins with viii, i, "Now, as' touching 
things offered unto idols." While rec- 
ognizing that our idol is nothing and 
that meat commendeth us not to God, 
yet he says, "If meat make my broth- 
er to offend I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth lest I make my 
brother to offend" (viii, 13). Whatever 
he did or refrained from doing it was 
for the gospel's sake lest the gospel of 
Christ should be hindered and that he 
might by all means save some (ix, 12, 
22, 23). Referring to some events in 
the history of Israel, be says that all 
these things happened to them for our 
examples and admonition, and' he re- 
minds us that God is faithful, who 
will not suffer us to be tempted above 
that we are able (x, 11-13). He would 
have us know that all our life is either 
unto God or the devil and that, while 
we may lawfully do certain things, we 
must not come under the power of 
anything or any one but the Lord 
alone (vi, 12; x, 23). 


God having made us so rich In Christ 


that ail things are ours, things present 
and things to ,come (ill, 21-23), we are 
not here to seek anything for our- 
selves, but only the welfare of others 
that they, too, may be saved and have 
the same riches in Christ and then go 
out to seek others (x.^SS). Ix>ve seek- 
eth not her own, and He who was 
God manifest in the flesh never lived 
to please Himself nor to seek His own 


or glory in anything (xiii, 5; Rom. 


rv, 3; John v, 30; vi, 38; viii, 50). Paul 
had to write to the Philippians, "All 
seek their owr, not the things 'which 
are Jesus Christ's," e "Many walk, of 


m I have told you often and now 


tell you even weeping that they are 
the enemies of the cross of Christ, 
whose end is destruction, whose God 
is their belly and whose glory is in 
then- shame, who mind earthly things" 
(Phil, ii, 21; iii, 18, 19). 


The twice repeated saying in verses 


26, 28, "The earth is the Lord's and 
the fullness thereof," is from the 
psalm which speaks of those with 
clean hands and pure hearts who seek 
the God of Jacob and open wide the 
gates to the King of Glory. When He 
is on the throne of our hearts we will 
not be heard asking silly questions 
about what we may eat or not eat, nor 
will we bow down to any idols within 
or without, but the one supreme 
:hought will always be to please Him, 
to honor Him, to magnify Him, so that 
others may want to know Him to 
whom we have by His grace become 
so devoted. When we become thus 
spirit filled, drunken with the new 
wine of the kingdom, filled with Joy 
and peace by believing, some will be 
drawn away from the beastly drunk- 
enness of earthly things to the love 
:hat is better than wine, for which so 
many souls are longing all uncon- 
sciously. Is it not because the poor 
worldling sees nothing in professing 


hristians that can begin to compare 


with his "pleasures of sin for a sea- 
son" that he holds on to his evil ways? 
The God of this world, under whose 
control the children of disobedience 
Ive, says to his blinded ones concern- 
.ng the church people, so called: "Look 
at them. They go to church and sing 
and pray on Sunday, and the rest of 
:he week they come to us in order to 
De happy. I'll do better for you than 
:heir God. Come my way all the time. 
Let us eat and drink and be merry, 
for there is no lake of fire nor place of 
torment. No men of learning believe 
the Bible any more, and Jesus was 
only a good man who did wondrously 
while he lived, but He is gone, and 
there are no more like Him." 


Does this sound familiar? Is It all 


about you? Do you hear it on every 
side? Then let it be a proof to you 
that the whole world lieth in the 
wicked one. the father of lies, a mur- 
derer from the beginning, for whom 
the everlasting fire has been prepared, 
and turn from him and all his lies to 
Him who gave Himself for our sins 
that He might deliver us from the 
wrath to come and from this present 
evil age (I Thess. 1. 10; Gal. i, 4), and if 
you do not see many lives that com- 
mend Him to others let yours be one 
by His grace that shall tell for Him 
every day and everywhere, a life that 
even in eating and drinking as well as 
in alf other things shall glorify God 
(verse 31) and adorn the doctrine of 
God our Saviour (Tit ii, 10). 


The phrase "giving none offense" in 


verse 32 takes us to II Cor. vi, 3, "giv- 
ing no offense in anything that the 
ministry be not blamed," and back to 
Rom. 
xiv, 13, "Let us not, therefore, 


judge one another any more, but judge 
this rather (hat no man put a stum- 
bling block or an occasion to fall In 
his brother's way." People are either 
being pointed heavenward or stum- 
bling bellward by our everyday life. 
Let us from this thne liye wholly unto 
the Lord. Dispensational truth is most 
'helpful in this matter and is suggested 
toy verse 32. which reminds us that 
now, in this age, the church of God Is 
feeing gathered from Jews and gen- 
tiles, and t< this end we should live 
tho life of which we have been speak- 
'tog; then nt the beginning of the next 
kge all Israel 'shall be saved and then 
ul tbe nations.

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HE most discouraging' thing 
about the poultry business is 
the great number of parasites 
and ailments which affect the 


flock. Unless special precautions are 
'taken the fowls are continually dying 
ifrom one cause or another, and the 
^profits'' shrink correspondingly. Most 
•of these troubles are easily prevent- 


i afcle if a little care 'is taken. One oi 
'the most important considerations is 
.Cleanliness. 
The house should, be 


: Cleaned out frequently and sprinkled 
:with quicklime or some disinfectant. 
iLime scattered about the yards also 


i helps. 
The coops and smaller puild- 


'mgs should be moved from place tc 
. :place frequently. 
Whitewash should 


,be used liberally everywhere. One of 
'the best kinds, of whitewash is made 
according to what is known as the 
.government formula, as follows: 


Slack half a bushel of lime in boil- 


.ing water. Strain and ad'd a peck of 
salt that has been dissolved in warm 
water, three pounds of ground rice 
boiled to a thin paste, one-half pound 
.powdered Spanish whiting, one pound 
of glue dissolved in warm water. Mix 
ithese well and then let the mixture 
island for several days. Heat before 
iiising and apply- hot ,.. 


Importance of Pure Water. 


One important means of keeping 


ifo-wls healthy and one that is often 


i neglected is giving them a constant 
supply of pure -water. Because fowls 


:do not require water in as large quan- 
tities as other anim'als"- it is often 
^thought that they can-get along with- 
out'any except what they get in pud- 
idles in the barnyard. They will drink 
;sueh water if they can get no other; 
jbttt it.is just as bad for their health 
ias it would be for yours. This is- -a 
imatter which is too often overlooked, 
jand poultry raising for profit becomes 
[impossible on that account. 


Water put put in open troughs soon 


[becomes warm and dirty, and if there 
i should happen to be a contagious d'S; 
{ease in the flock it will be rapidly 
spread through ithe water. A common 
jhog.waterer attached, to a barrel on 
ithe shady side of the poultry house is 
jone of the best ways of supplying wa- 
iter. If filled once a week or so no 


I further attention Is needed. "A jug 
tor large bottle of water inverted over 
ia shallow pan in such a manner that 
'the opening is just covered by the 


i water in the pan makes a good drink- 
ling fountain. 
The water will run 


icfown Into the pan as fast as it is used. 
'There are several types of metal foun- 
i tains on the market which work on 
jthis same principle. Most of them are 
icheap and satisfactory. 


A considerable factor in causing dis- 


iease among fowls is improper feeding. 
(Overfeeding and feeding- too much soft 
[food are the causes of a large percentage 


i of the deaths among young chicks. 
!ln older fowls the corn ration that is 
led' often the sole food is frequently 
ithe cause of digestive and other trou- 
|bles. A variety of foods judiciously 
ifed will do much to keep the fowls 


i healthy. 


Another cause of disease in unhealthy- 


i surroundings. 
Low, damp poultry 


(yards, where the water stands in pud- 
idles for days after each rato, are pro- 
lific sources qf poultry troubles. Have 
ithfi poultry house high and dry. If a 
'dry yard cannot-be obtained in any 
(other way grade it up a little and cover 
'it with gra.vel. 


Strong Vitality Necessary. 


Many of the diseases to which poul- 
|try is subject are due to inherited 


i weakness. 
Experiments have proved 


ithat vitality and vigor are readily 
(transmitted from parent to offspring. 


I In an experiment at the Cornell sta- 
'tion two pens of fowls were selected. 
'One had especially strong vitality, and

I snect. The progeny of 'each of these 


I pens was given the same kind of 
'feed and care, and In the fall the re- 
! suite were tabulated. It was found

• tality pens matured from three to 
four weeks earlier and were worth 25 
cents apiece more at maturity. It Is 
this lack of selection for vitality that 
causes so many of the fancy. varieties 
to run out. Vitality Is the most im- 
portant single point to be looked to 
in poultry raising, especially in select- 
ing fowls for the breeding pen. If 
such selection is made, the health and 
vigor of the flobk will be greatly Im- 
proved and the losses correspondingly 
decreased,

almost the entire flock. These dis- 
eases, like contagious diseases of man, 
are caused by bacteria • or germs. 
These are tiny cells which gain en- 
trance to the 'body and grow there. 
Death is not caused by the germs 
themselves, but by certain poisons 
which they give off. After germs gain 
entrance to the.body they are difficult 
to combat, since anything that will kill 
the germ will usually kill the fowl 
also. Germs cannot gain a foothold 
in a perfectly healthy bird; hence one 
of the best means of combating con- 
tagious diseases is by keeping the 
flock so healthy that they cannot get 
a start. Another important measure 
is the liberal use of disinfectants 
about' the poultry houses and yards. 
Plenty of sunshine in the poultry bouse 
will help to keep It clean. Selling off 
the old stock before it becomes feeble 
and useless is a great help, since it is 
these • old birds that are the first to 
•succumb to unfavorable conditions. 


One of the most serious of these con- 


tagious diseases is cholera. The com- 
mon symptoms are great thirst, list- 
lessness and yellowish or - greenish 
droppings. Heroic measures are need- 
ed to stamp out this disease. AH sick 
fowls should ,be killed and burned. 
The yards and houses should be thor- 
oughly sprinkled with some disinfect- 
ant solution. A coal tar dip mixture 
is good, or carbolic, acid may be used 
at the rate of one gallon to twenty gal- 
lons of water. The drinking water 
should be disinfected by adding one 
part of corrosive -S^jfeSJBll6 to every 
2jOOQ pa^s of water!*^BHCTe .is - no way 
to cure .the fowls after they once get 
the disease. All that can be hoped for 
is to save the well ones. 


Probably the most common- poultry 


disease is roup. This is really a germ 
disease, but the ger-ras cannot well 
get a foothold except under special 
conditions. These are found when the 
bird catches cold. The germs work 
mostly in the nasal passages, causing 
a cheesy secretion that has a very dis-

effective means of combating lice is 
the dust bath. This is simply a con- 
venient ?ized Los filled with fine dust 
in Avhieh the bens can roll. Lice and 
other insects breathe through tiny 
Holes along the sidesvof their bodies.. 
The dust fills these holes, and they die 
of suffocation. A little turpentine add- 
ed to (he Cast bath makes it more ef- 
fective. 
' 
• 


The dust treatment.is usually all that 


is required to keep the lice'in check. 
Where they get unusually bad pyre- 
thrum or tobacco dust blown in among 
the feathers Is effective. 
This plan 


takes too long to be used extensively, 
however. Lice frequently make their 
way from the hen to the chicks at 
batching time and often cause the 
death of many of them. The best way 
to prevent this, of course, is to see 
that the hens are free from lice be-; 
fore the chickens hatch. One of the 
best remedies is to dust the chicks 
with insect powder or paint tbem: 
around the neck and under the wings 
with a sulphur and lard mixture. 


Mites are much worse pests than 


lice. They live in the crevices in the 
walls and roosts, attacking the fowls 
at night. They do not eat the skin, 
but bore through it and suck the blood. 
Mites are so small that they caa 
hardly be seen with the naked eye, but 
the damage they do is not measured 
by their size. Half the so called dis- 
eases to which poultry are subject ar-j 
caused by mites. When fowls sicken 
and die without any apparent cause it 
Is time to look 5or mites. Painting the 
roosts and adjacent walls thoroughly 
with crude petroleum or kerosene will 
destroy many of them. 
The same 


treatment should also be applied to 
coops and nest boxes. The litter un- 
der the roosts is often a breeding place 
for mites. It should be cleaned out 
frequently and hauled away. 
After 


cleaning out. the floor should be thor- 
oughly soaked with a strong solution 
of some coal tar dip. If the poultry 
house is fairly tight burning sulphur 
£ii it will effectively destroy all .mites 
within reach of the fumes. Keeping 
veriain and disease in check requires 
considerable work and constant vlgif 
lance, but it is,work that will be Veil 
isepaid in the Improved health of the 
flock.
